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No 1, Patrrcy Anawe Thee aſhes were burned in the counties of Wicklow and 


Wexiort, with intention to be fold in the putitc market where Chandlers uſually buy fuch 
articles z they appeared to have been well managed in the burning the vegetables, as very 
little remained that was not compleatly conſumed ;—this is effected by a ſecond burning, on the 
reaovll vi the athes from the ficld to à floor under cover, whereon ſuch charred parts of 
the VE. a> WETE in the heap cauſes a new hurning, whereby the whole becomes reduced 
intG periectt athes, yet upon examining ſeveral parts of theſe aſhes, a more than ordinary 


quantity of neutral. filts were found, which 1 ſhall account for in my obſervations on 
Laurence Doyle's athes. 


No. 2. Mn, Hut ro AND The parcel of aſhes delivered by Mr. Anderſon were 
very funny made, as the whole of the vegetable ſubſtance appeared to have been entirely re- 
due! into carte frong athes z this coarſer. ets arifes from the ſuperabundance of the alkaline 
matter and its ditpohtion to melt, wheretoze the earthy. ſubſtance imbibes the alkali, and 
becomes granmated thereby, through the effects of a well regulated application of fre in the 
latt burning, —The great advantage of this method is, that aſhes thus burnt are eafier re- 
nved than when mixed with charret and unburned pieces of vegetables, In this quantity of 
athes there wire a few hundred weight made trom potatoe ſtalks, eight pounds of which have 
wiege two pounds and a half of very pure alkali.— Mr. Anderſon's attention to this ſubject 
may Þe of contiderable advantage, as his method is well calculated to form ſuch inſtructions 


as May ve very profitable to the Farmer, and equally beneficial to the great object for which 
tele picngumns were intended.

No. 13, CaTurZIN E Pynxy— The athes fold by her did not appear to be made with 


due car», as they contained charred vegetables, and ſome light ſhining land, though they 
polizticd the due proportion of alkali, 


No. 14, Erwarn Browx—Theſe aſhes appeared to be made from weeds, but were not 
caretulty managed, as ſand and clay were taken up, I believe, in ſweeping the aſhes off the 
ground, but the alkali produced from them was very pure, and in ſuch quantity as to entitle 


lum to the premium, but had he been more caretul, it is probable the quality would have 
procuced him double the price I paid, 


No. 15. Hucn Cayyxy—The length of time in which the practice of burning ferns. for 
the Soap Boilers has been purſued by the tenantry in this country, leaves very little room 
to expect any deviation trom an old experienced mode, becauſe men of judgment have uni- 
torialy approved thereof, but were the Soap Boilers to diſtinguiſh accurately, as they are 
capable ol, between aſhes that yield a ſaline and a truly alkaline taſte, the practice of burn- 
ing terns from the ſcythe would no longer be purſued, as will appear in obſervations No, 34. 


No. 16, 17, 18, 19, 20, 21, 22, and 234—PaTzxicx Cos TEE Io, Hexny CovrTsxy, 
ELIZIA CASTELLO, PaTxickx Carrot, WII LIAN Conxor, Timothy Cod NK, Mi- 
CHAEL CRAWFORD, JaMEgs Cuttex—Their aſhes nearly equal in quality. 


No. 24, Joux Corr v—His aſhes were well made. and the whole of the vegetable ſub- 
ſtance compleatly burned, hut he might very much improve his mode by followicg more 
clotely the directions which are given under No, 34. 


No. 25, Jonx Crixcn-—The aſhes delivered by him were well burned, though light in 


their quality as to weight, yet they have attorded a ſufficient quantity cf alkali to entitle 
him to the premium, 


No. 26, Francis Doyr x—Hiz parcel were well burned, 


Ne. 27, PaTxick Dxrw—His parcel was purchaſed by himſelf ; the quality of the aſhes 
was ſuch as, on their firit appearance, left me no room to doubt their produce, and in the 
analizartion therco, they have been found to poſſeſs the due proportion of alkali, In exa- 
mining the retiduum, as well as the produce, I am perſuaded the perſons who made theſe 


aihes might nave rendered them more uſetul, either to the Chandler or Refiner, than this 
Farce! AS. 


No, 28, Micyarr Door y—The ſmall parcel delivered by him was very ſaline, owing 
to the neuteral 1alts, ariting trom the burning of ferns too green. 


No. 29, Mitts Dittox—Theſe athes afforded a quantity of alkali more than their appear- 
ance, or the talte at firſt indicated, but from his opinion on the ſubject, I think him capable 
ot making better athes than he delivered to me. 


No. 30, Mary Doyr x —The parcel delivered by her have proved infinitely ſuperior to 
any that 1 have purchaſed ; the athes were well burned, and the alkaline ſubſtance extreme- 
ly periect, as it was very tree from neutral ſalts, ſulpiureous or unburned vegetable mat- 
ter. This produce of her ſample induced me to defire her to fend another ſack, which the 
ſaid ſhe had at home, but this proved infinitely inferior to the nrſt. 


No. 31, DAN IKL Daxsy—His aſhes were of a very good quality, but do apprehend that 
if he were in future to ell his aſhes to me, that he would improve ſo far as to merit double 
the price 1 paid him, | | 


No. 32, Joux DaTa—This parcel was but indifterently managed, 


No. 33, Max v Daxny—The quantity of alkali her aſhes contained entitled her to the 
premium, but the materials which atiorded this ſpecies ot alkali might have been rendered, 
with care, infinitely more productive. 


No 34, Laveencs DoyLEe—The laſt premium which Laurence Doyle received encreaſed 
his ettorts this year very contiderahly ; forme parts of his aſhes were extremely well burned, 
others rather hattily, becauſe a great quantity of neutral ſalts appeared in the produce of 
the ſample analized, This, 1 apprehend, ariies from committing terns or weeds too green to 
the action of tire, as in that cat: the power of the heat forces the juices along the tubes of 


each italk, and in proportion as they are acted upon by the fire, ſo they encreaſe in quan- 


tity and acryumnonious marpneſs ; this {ubitance. ouzing out, and falling on the alkaline athes, 
neuter alizes whatever portion of alkali it touches, hence the great proportion ot neuteral ſalts 
often accompanying e tee maſs obtained trom alkaline athes; but as an addition of charcoal 
to this ſubitance decompotcs the neuteral falt, by means of the affinity which phlogiſton 
bears to acid, theſe neutral ſalts may be again reduced to an alkaline ttate, as their acid 
quits the alkaiine baute of the vegetable, and unites iifelf to the phlogitton of the charcoal, 
whereby the aikali recovels its native tate ; therefore, to a man of experience in the refin- 
ins ot aſhes, neutral ſalts of ths nature, though embairaſing in the proceſs, may be reduced 
to an alkaline itte, 
the Linen Bard were, That the weeds ſhouid be dried ſutticient for the fire to burn them; 


it is thuielorea proper caution to diltinggifh. between weeds parched in the ſun, and thoto 


that might have laid in a heap until putretaction commenced, as in either ſtate the produce 
of alka;i weuld be v ry much reduced, and when moderately dried, their juices are more 
compacted, and leis hable to the acrimonious tate which produces the neutral ſalts here 
complained of I would, therefore, recommend it to every perfon to manage fern or weeds 
nearly as hay is tieated betore they are colammed to fire, yet to burn them with a flow

Gorman's aihes were very good, and have produced a third part pure alkali=—Thote 
delivered by John Gorman were rot fo good—ard Laurence Hogan's were neatty equal in 
quality to john Gorman's, 


No. 48 and 29, Tromas. and Francis Jost -The aſhes delivered by them were 
bought, ſome in the market, and other parcels in the country. Theſe gentiemen ſeem to hs 
good judges of aſhes ; every parce] were examined by nie with the utmoit care, and from the 
ſmalleſt quantity a ſample raken, the whole of thete, when duly mixed, being annalized, 
produced almoſt a third part alkali=——— And here, 1 humbly prefume, it may not be im- 
proper to ſtate, that very injurious means were made uſe ot in order to prevent the country 
people from delivering aſhes to me, my advertiſements (in many places) torn down ; this 
obliged me to open a reception, equally For the tractor a» the manufacturer, by this means 
the country people were toon convince t of thoſe ili-tounded intinuations which were urged 
to them, and many were atier wards induced to bring their athes to me inſtead ot going to 
the market; nor was it the protpet of the premium that induced them ſo much, as the 
hopes ot a ready ſale for ail they thould be able to make At the ſame time 1 mult admit, 
that the price ot this article was advancen on the uſual purchaters thereot by the price given 
by fators, as they often gave nearly the amount ot the premium. and the price I paid tor 
the aſhes, a circumſtance that proved highly aqvantageoes to the tenantry of the Mtighhoure 
ing counties, At this crins, when torciga materials were likely to tail contiderably, the price 
ot groſs athes muſt of courte been lowered fo much, that the tarmers would not have at. 


tended to the burning ot weeds, as many of them declared, When I faw the coniequence 


likely to attend the market price, 1 judged that this. Hon»urable Board would not think it 


improper to encourage factors, wh-n it had a ditect tendency to encreaſe the ettorts of the 
people in producing athes; and 1 mutt, in juſtice to the liberal ditpontions of tome Soap 
Boilers, acknowledge, that when they ound ai enabliſhment tothe refinery of ashes like 


ly to lucceed in this country, and that the price of good iriſh pearl ah would be infinitely 


under the value of Foreign pearl aſh, even in time ot peace, that many ol them highly ap- 
proyed the undertaking The obfervations which Mr. Of*Conner has made cn the em. 
ploying of ſactors is very applicable to this part of my report, as he mates the necetlity of 
encouraging them, as a medium through which tue induitry of the people may be greatly 
promoted, and the manutacture ot athes equally extended. 


No. 5o, Hugn Joxts—This parcel ot aſhes were very. well managed; the produce of 
alkali was abovn a third part, 


No. 5 , MaTaew Kincnxzi a—This parcel was well choten, and the alkaii produced 
theretrom of a good quality, 


No. 52, Thomas Kaxr—His aſhes were judiciouſly managed, and the quantity of alka!! 
was very pure. 


No. 53, Jonn Kavenaci—The aſhes delivered by him have afforded the quantity of 
alkali required, but that contained ſome portion of neuteral ſalts. See my obſerva- 
tions on No, 34, for a remedy to prevent this circumitance in future, which are equally ap- 
plicable to No. 54, 55, 50, and 57, 


No. 58, Our Keity—His aſhes were well managed, and the alkali proquced there- 
from tolerably pure.” 


No. 59 and 60, Darry KavEexAGH and James KavexaGcu—Their parcels were neat- 
ly alike in quality, but apprehend they burned the terns rather too green, 


No. 61, Thomas LY NC- Mr. Lynch's kelp was well made; he ſays that he ſtrictly ad- 
hered to the iuſtructious given by this Honourable Board; the produce of alkaleſcent matter 
therein was very near one half. The difficulty which Mr, Lynch ſtated to me he had expe- 
rienced in endeavouring to prevail on the perſons who made the kelp to lay afide their trau- 
dulent practices merits much praiſe, elpecially as it appears that his example has been tol- 
lowed by others; and it is hoped that this branch vi manufacture may be rendered fo per- 
fect as to equal any of this kind that has been imported, whereby a great national ſaving 
would be made in the conſumption of this utetul article. The quality of the kelp induced 
me to give 5l. per ton, in order to create an emulation among the people concerned in the 
manuſacture, and thereby to excel in proportion as the demand for kelp encreaſed ; upon 
this occation I was charged with raiting the price, but if it be conndeted that Where an at- 
te:npt is made to reſcuc a manufacture trom ſuch reproachtul practices as have a direc ten- 
dency to encourage importations, a proper reward, 1 humbly preſume, ovght to attend the 
merit thereof, I he want of contiſtency in that charge will, 1 hope, have no weight, eſpe- 
cially when at the ſame time Fl. per ton was given tor Scotch kelp, which, in point of qua- 
lity, was vaſtly interior to Mr, Lynch's or Mr, Fiench's parcel,

No 65, Maxy MDoxxert—Her aſhes were well made, and the quality of the alkali ex- 
tremely pertect, in the Whole maſs produced trom her athes z—there was. not the leaſt ap- 
pearance of neutral ſalts, owing, I ſuppoſe, to tlic judicious inſtructions which ſhe muſt 
have received in the management of the weeds before burning, and the mode of ſuppreſſing 
the fire in the heap, I paid her but 6s, 4d. per hundred weight, but on account of the ex- 
cellence of her athes, ſhe is entitled ro 25, 1d. per hundred more than I paid, 


No, 66 and 67, PzTzz Murzay and Thomas ManxixG—The parcel purchaſed by 
Peter Murray was burnt with ſome degree of care, the moit ot them very good, others in- 
difterent,—Thomas Manning s nearly the ſame, 


No. 68, James MDoxxs1r—His aſhes appeared to be fo well burned, and the alkaline 
ſubſtance ſo pure, that I was induced thereby to analize a large quantity; the produce was 
a third part of the ſample, and very tree trom neutral falts, This man's method of ma- 
naging weeds and burning them muſt be very judicious, The price I piid him was 6s. 3d, 
per hundred, but as his aſhes were fo excelient in their quality as to yich4 a third part of 
very pure alkali, they of courſe will be entitte4 to 25, 1d. per hundred more than be te- 
ceived ; the profit which his attention has produced will, I Lope, be a ſtrong inducement te 
others to follow the ſame caretui mode that lie has purived, _ 7 .
